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Description 

The Maxwell-Briscoe Automobile Company Showroom is located on the corner of Michigan Avenue and 
1 8 lh Street at 1 737 South Michigan Avenue. Constructed in 1 909, it is one of the earliest surviving 
examples of an automobile showroom in Chicago. 

The Maxwell-Briscoe showroom is a four-story, red brick building with glazed terra cotta trim in a buff 
color. The brick is wire cut producing a mottled or pocked surface. The principal elevation (west) along 
Michigan Avenue has four bays demarcated by brick piers, with plate glass windows on the ground floor 
and banks of windows with brick spandrels on the upper floors between the piers. The corner bays are 
flush with the piers, while the intermediate bays are recessed, making the piers more pronounced. The 
second-floor windows are triple-hung, while the third- and fourth-floor windows are double-hung. A 
projecting stringcourse divides the first level from the upper floors and runs the length of both street 
elevations. A stepped terra cotta applied pediment tops the third-story windows at each corner. The 
triangular shape is filled with a high relief grouping of a cartouche, shield, acanthus leaves and 
cornucopias. A terra-cotta enframement outlines the second and third floor windows connecting with the 
cornice as a base. The fourth floor windows are similarly outlined with a terra-cotta dentilled sill and 
surrounds. A terra-cotta ornamental frieze remains at the parapet, part of a cornice whose projecting 
elements were removed. The roof is not visible from street level. The red brick opposite the buff terra 
cotta outlines create a crisp, rectilinear design that anchors the corner. 

The secondary or 18 lh Street (south) elevation is eight bays long and continues the same pattern of 
fagade organization and ornamentation as the Michigan Avenue elevation. The rear four bays are service 
entries (two original, two new). The north and alley (east) elevations are unfinished common-brick 
elevations. 

The building has been recently rehabilitated, and the plans were reviewed and approved by the Illinois 
Historic Preservation Agency in accordance with the Secretary of the Interior's Standards for 
Rehabilitation of Historic Buildings. The new ground floor windows have large display windows with metal 
mullions with a verdigris finish with divided transom lights and three recessed entries along Michigan 
Avenue, all consistent with the original design. With the exception of the changes to the cornice and the 
two new service entrances, the exterior remains true to its original appearance. 

The original showroom interior was likely a simple large open area, with display areas to the front and 
sales and service areas at the rear. It is possible that this space was originally separated from the display 
areas by either a low-height or full-height wall. Currently, the ground floor is divided into an office area at 
the front and a large open garage area for the remainder. The upper floors were originally open storage 
and assembly areas which have been converted to offices. 
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Statement of Significance 



The Maxwell-Briscoe Automobile Company Showroom, constructed in 1909, is locally significant under 
the National Register of Historic Places Multiple Property Documentation Form for Motor Row in Chicago 
IL under Criterion A in the area of Commerce and Criterion C for architecture and for its association with ' 
the historic contexts "Early Automobile Dealerships and the Development of Chicago's Motor Row (1905- 
36)" and "Early Automobile and Auto-Related Showrooms: Emergence of a Building Type (1905-36)". 

The building meets the Registration Requirements identified for automobile showrooms under Criteria A 
for Commerce. It retains its historic resemblance to a showroom and its location along Chicago's historic 
Motor Row. Although it no longer functions as an automobile showroom, it appears significantly similar to 
its original 1 909 design. It remains one of the earliest extant intact showrooms in Chicago. 

The building also meets the Registration Requirements identified for automobile showrooms under 
Criteria C for Architecture. It remains one of the first examples of the large-scale, multi-storied showroom 
building, usually located on corner sites as in this case. The original materials and ornamentation 
including the wire-cut red brick and enameled terra cotta are all intact. Fenestration patterns retain their 
original size, design and location, and the service entries on the side elevation are apparent. 

Historical Background 

In 1 909, H.A. and J.C. Howard, as trustees for the Howard estate, agreed to build for the Maxwell-Briscoe 
Motor Co. of Tarrytown, N.Y., a four-story building measuring 80 x 161 feet. The residence of the late 
William B. Howard was formally located on the site. The Maxwell-Briscoe Motor Co. agreed to a 25-year 
lease. The building permit was issued on July 12, 1909 and construction costs were estimated at 
$300,000. The architect was William Ernest Walker and the masons were Helger & Co It was occupied 
in late 1909 and functioned as a showroom until 1915 when it was converted to storage It is one of the 
oldest surviving examples of the early automobile showrooms in Chicago. 

William Ernest Walker (1867-1918) began his architecture career with the firm of Henry Ives Cobb in 1892 
where he remained for five years. He supervised construction for buildings at the University of Chicago 
the Hartford Building and the Yerkes Observatory at Lake Geneva, Wl. After serving as the 
Superintendent of Construction for the City of Chicago Board of Education, he opened his own practice in 
1901 . He is known primarily for large commercial buildings, such as the warehouses and stables for 
Marshall Field and Company and warehouses for Hillman, as well as the 8-story Manufaturers' Furniture 
Exhibition Company at the northeast corner of Wabash Avenue and 14 ,h Street. He is also known for his 
design of fireproof apartment houses, e.g. the 9-story building at 1 36 Lake Shore Drive which is believed 
to be the first with a penthouse, and for the Tower Apartments, Walton Place. He also designed the Lake 
Geneva Country Club, and residences in Riverside, Lake Forest, Lake Geneva and Charlevoix 
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Statement of Significance (continued) 

The Maxwell-Briscoe Motor Co. combined the technical talents of one man with the money of another. 
Jonathan D. Maxwell (1865-1928) began his career with the Apperson Brothers when they built their first 
car for Elwood Haynes. Next he worked for Olds and then the Northern Manufacturing Co. of Detroit 
where he designed a single cylinder car. His partner at Northern was Charles King, who had assisted 
Henry Ford with his first prototype. Maxwell teamed up with Benjamin Briscoe (1869-1945), maker of 
sheet metal goods, who made radiators for Olds. Briscoe had briefly backed David Buick before teaming 
up with Maxwell. 

Their first car, a two-passenger, 2-cylinger runabout, appeared in 1 904 and by 1 906, the firm was in fifth 
place producing 2,200 cars annually. It remained one of the top six producers until 1 920. By 1 921 the 
Maxwell cars were controlled by Walter P. Chrysler and some models were renamed Plymouth for the 
1929 season. McHugh Construction is the current owner and uses the building for its offices.
